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This is in response to the second Restriction Requirement mailed September 7, 2006 
setting a shortened one-month statutory period for reply. Therefore, a response is due on or 
before Monday, October 9, 2006. 

The Examiner acknowledged our previous election to prosecute the method claims of 
Group II and the apparatus depicted in Figure 12 in this application. However, because we stated 
that the elected methods are best reflected by the results shown in Figures 20-27, the Examiner 
now requires a species election of one of the methods shown in each of these Figures. 

The Examiner argues that each species (1 through 8) represented in each Figure (20 
through 27), respectively, is patentably distinct because they represent mutually exclusive 
embodiments which do not overlap in scope. 

Applicants elect species 8 i.e., to one shown in Figure 27, with traverse. Applicants also 
note that claim 80 represents the broadest claim covering the method depicted in Figure 27.
